Many causes have 
contributed to this result, The xadical 
differences which exist between the 
judicial systems of the two countries 
interested—difierences . which to this 
day, preserve the saféguard of cxtra- 
territoriality in nearly every existing 
Treaty with China—are mainly respea- 


sible for this long-standing difficaity. 


Chinese officials, impressed with their 
own summary inodes of dealing with 
criminals sod with the evidence against 
them, cannot and will‘ not fallin with 
English ideas regarding the procedure 
laid down by civilised nations; and. the 
-|short and“sharp, means by which con- 
fession is tortured out of a Chinese 
risoner before the more merciful death 
penalty of the law is carried’ ont, ap~ 
pears to render the Chinese official so 
impatieat of English forms of procedure 
that he will not take the trouble to 
observe them. ‘This bas been demon- 
strated times without number in our 
Courts here; and the utter disregard of all 
tules ofevidence, andeven ofthe first prin~ 
ciples of truth and honesty, bas repeated- 
ly brought failure to the schemes of the 
Mandarins, when perchance genuine 
cases_.of criminality were concerned. 
As our. population grows and: inter~ 
course with the mainland. increases, the 
desire to interchange fugitive criminals 
becomes natural and right. The offi- 
cials of both nations are cager to protect 
life and property by preventing, if pos- 
sible, the eseape of criminals who, after. 
committing crimes, seek to escape into 
the.conntry where they think they are 
‘comparatively safe. But yoverning 
this desire, there arise many considera- 
tions which deserve and demand ‘the 
gravest attentions and these we have 
sought from time’ to time to impress 
upon the minds ‘of our rulers, Older 
residents:-know. full well what the case 
-of the-Mo-Wang meant, and the conse- 
ences to which “it unfortunately. led. 
There is perhaps less dunger now {han 
there was then of political crimes being 
mixed up with other offences; but the 


need for clear proot ‘of guilt appears to 


us to: be quite as great now 4s ‘it was 
twenty years azo. ‘The cuse, again, 
of the~ notorious Lee Lum Kwai is 
not so remote as to be absent from 
the -metnory of a laree number of 
residents of this Colony. It carries 
its moral on its very face. Therefore 
we say——and always have said—that the 
profoundest care must be exercised in 
any’ alteration that may be made in the 
low of extradition in this Colony. As 
our, correspondent ‘Englishman’ put 
it yesterday in his. letter, Hongkong is 
close-to thé ‘niatiland of China, bas e 
population vf-péart:

; THE EXTRADITION ORDINANCE, 


To the Hditor of the ‘ Curva-Mar.? 

Hongkeng, May 15, 1888, 
Sim,—A slight misprint in the letter 
; kindly publishod by you last night makes 
i the first part somewhat unintelligible, What- 
‘I said waa, the apparent incapacity of some 
of the Magistrates &e. ‘can in no way jus: 
j tify the mvanure now introduged, ‘ which 
makes no provision whatever for proving 
the guilt of tho individuals whose rendition 
is requested.’ 

The question of the rendition of Chinese 
inhabitants to the native. officials has since 
the rendition of How Yu Tion in: 1865, 
alwaya been a most difficult one, and T can 
j fully understand the difficulties that aur- 
round the subject from an executive point 
of view. The local Govermnent, receivins 
a communication from a high Ohinese ofti- 
cial like-the Viceroy, foels doubtless that it 
would. be outside the bound of official eti- 
quotte to suppose thats charge eu.anating 
fram such a source should be sustained by 
false evidences. Too many cases howevor 
have occurred jn this Culouy, for example 
the Spark 0180, the Lee Lima Kuni case 
aid the Leo Afu cuad, not to shew that 
asa tuattdr of fact the lower Chinese offi- 
cials who are deputed tv prosecute in these 
eases do frequently have racourse to’ wit- 
nesses who etthor porsonate othora, deoli- 
berately perjure themselves or simply 
use their. poaition to levy blackmail. The 
object of my letter was to puint ont the 
danger to which: the’ Chinese inhabitants 
of this Colouy ,are subjected should the 
new ordinance come intu force.
